Why the Decatur Tile Company's New 


Factory Is Jfat Built. 


The Decatur Tile jcompany had expected 


to have their new factory running by this 
time, making brick by the million and em- 
ploying 30 or 40 more men, but they have 
only succeeded in getting the excavation 
dug. Strangely enough, the delay has been 
caused by a citizen of Decatur. His name 
is Edwin Park. 


The tile company bought ground west of 


the fair ground for its new factory and 
then made a verbal agreement with the 
property owners between their ground and 
the county road for a roadway from the 
road to their ground. South of the Wabash 
railroad is a wedge shaped strip of ground 
running from a point midway of the fair 
ground west a quaiter oC a mile. It is 1 
teet wide at the east end and 30 feet wide 
at the west end. Two or three parties 
own that strip. Edwin Park owns 40 acres 
of land north of the Wabash. 
When the 


niihoad was built that strip was cut oil, 
and Mr. Purl; owns as much of the strip on 
the south side as was.cut off his 40 acres. 
His part of the strip is between the tile 
company's laud and tlie railroad, wliieh is 
putt.ing in a switch for the new factory. 
The tile company also want to pass over a 
part of the strip to get a roadway to the 
county road. 


The tile company state that Mr. Park 


sold his strip to them for 350. Aa he has 
only 84 hundredths of an acre there and he 
can't possibly use it for anything, it would 
seem that that is a pretty good price. He now 
claims more, however, and is ^holding out 
for some hundreds. The company needs 
that strip to get to the railroad and to get to 
the wagon road. It would have had its fac- 
tory up and in operation before this if it 
had had the grouud. It can't make any 
contracts to deliver brick abroad because it 
can't tell how long it will take to get this 
controversy settled in the courts. 


Condemnation proceedings will be begun 


to-morrow in a justice court. Appraisers 
will be appointed then, and they will assess 
Mr. Parks' damages on account of opening 
a roadway to the tile company's ground. 
lie has annouucedian intention of resisting 
all proceedings, and has already succeeded 
in having action postponed two or three 
times on technicalities. 


It would seem'-that any citizen of Decatur 


would be glad of ;an opportunity to see new 
factories established and would be ready to 
assist even some of our jown people in en- 
larging their business. It appears, how- 
ever, that there is/>ne man here wlio does 
not feel that way.:.' He is even determined 
to choke on" this .new ^enterprise, and has 
done all in his power to do it. 1 he tile 
company is making the excavation for its 
new buildings. Mr. Park saw the fore feet 
of a team go over on his strip one day, so 
he sent the company notice that Its men 
must keep off his land or a suit for trespass 
would result. In felling some trees, a few 
ends of limbs fell over on this strip. A no- 
tice to remove them forthwith, or suffer con- 
sequences, was the result.
